NLY A FEW MONTHS AGO 

Canada was alarmed by a sub- 
stantial unemployment problem. Un- 
doubtedly it had been exaggerated 
by some. politicians for-partisan pur- 
poses and no one knew its precise 
dimensions. But it’ would certainly 
have been serious if it had continued. 

The Federal Government, refus- 
ing to be stampeded by some of the 
provinces, insisted that a winter 
slackness would be followed by a 
spring pick-up. So it has turned 
out 

The latest official figures show 
that unemployment fell during June 
to the lowest point since November, 
1953. A total of 157,000 Canadians 
were seeking work that month as 
against 186,000 at the same time last 
year. Since April the problem has 
rapidly dissolved 

At the same time the total labor 
force of the nation has continued to 
expand, with a growing population. 
It now includes 5,615,000 workers as 
against 5,483,000 a year ago 

Thus unemployment represents 
Jess than three per cent of the labor 
force at midsummer. The general 
prosperity is no help to the people 
without jobs but in a flexible econ- 
omy—¢specially in a nation like Can- 
ada now undergoing something like 
an industrial! revolution—tran- 
sitional unemployment in the present 
volume cannot be considered 
At all events, the Federal Govern- 
ment has been proved right in be 
lieving, last winter, that a temporary 
fall in employment would énd with 
the spring. 

The problem has largely solved 
itself, for the time being, by the gen- 
eral recovery of the North American 
economy after the margins 
sion of 1954 and without any massive 
intervention by the state

Why Butter Is Dear 


MAY CANADIANS, WHO EAT 
butter if they can afford it or 
if they 


margarine can’t, must be 
baffled by Mr. Gardiner’s recent 
butter deal with Czechoslovakia. Ac- 
tually, the explanation is quite siicple. 
~ Mr. Gardiner is holding up the 
price of butter in Canada to protect 
the dairymen. The Canadian price 
is some 18 cents a pound above the 
going avorld price—the price, that is, 
which would prevail in Canada with- 
out the Government’s price-support 
policy. ; 

In holding up the price the- Gov- 
ernment has been compelled to buy 
millions of pounds of Canadian butter 
from the dairymen. This butter can- 
not be stored indefinitely or it will 
deteriorate. 

Finding himself with a ‘huge 
supply on his hands, Mr. Gardiner 
sells butter to Czechoslovakia and 
there he can ask only,the going 
world price. The foreign importer 
naturally will not pay the higher 
Canadian price when he can secure 
a lower price in other butter-export- 
ing courtries. ; 

The result is that the Canadian 
householder must first pay an arti- 
ficially high price for butter or eat 
margarine. Secondly, as a taxpayer, 
the householder, whatever he eats, 
must pay the losses incurred in the 
sale of so-called surplus butter to 
Czechoslovakia. This week the do- 
mestic price was raised another two 
cents, to 58 cents. 

How, it is asked, can the Canadian 
Government thus rig the Canadian 
butter market? It can do’so only by 
restricting and, indeed virtually eli- 
minating butter imports-into Canada. 
If foreign butter could move into 
Canada without restriction then, of 
course, it would be sold here at the 
world price. The price of all butter, 


imported and domestic, would fall_to 
that level 

Mr. Gardiner is not satisfied with 
a tariff on butter to discourage im 
ports. He has. managed to place all 
imports on.a_ licensing system. No 
butter can be imported without a 
government license, which teally 
means the personal consent of Mr. 
Gardiner. No license is ever issued 


except when Canada is suffering an | 


infrequent over-all butter shortage, 
or what Mr. Gardiner chooses to con- 
sider a shortage. 

Thus the minister of agriculture 
has.complete control over the price 
of butter sold in Canada. He has 
held it high enough to satisfy the 
dairymen and so high that millions 


of Canadians cannot or will not pay | 


it. They eat margarine instead. 

When this artificial price struc- 
ture threatens to break down, when 
Mr. Gardiner has more butter in 
storage than he can sell in Canada, 
he sells it at a lower price to a foreign 
country and the taxpayers make up 
the loss. 


Actually there is no butter sur-; 


plus in Canada. If Mr. Gardiner’s 
price were reduced he would have 
no trouble selling his butter, Millions 
of Canadians are eager to buy it. But 
Mr. Gardiner and the dairy industry 
are encouraging, indeed compelling 
the sale of margarine instead of

OTTAWA. (CP) — Canada’s 


. |new experimental atomic energy 


reactor at Chalk River, Ont., will 
be five times as powerful as-the 
famed NRX atomic pile, it was 
disclosed Thursday. 

The $40,000,000 reactor, known 
by the code name NRU, will 
have a power of 200,000 kilo- 
watts when it goes into opera- 
tion in June, 1956. NRX, built 
in 1947 and now shut down for 
its second most 
serious accident, develops 40,000 
kilowatts. 


| The power at which NRU wil] 


jopérate was disclosed in a book- 
let published by Atomic Energy 
of Canada Ltd., crown company 
in charge of atomic research at 
Chalk River. The booklet, out- 
lining atomic research in this 
country, was prepared for distri- 
bution at the international con- 
ference on peaceful’ uses of 
atomic energy in Geneva August 
8-10. 

It said the new reactor, essen-

Ike Has Given No Thoughts 
To ‘Summit’ Talks With Chinese 


WASHINGTON (UP)—President Eisenhower Thurs- 
day ruled out for the foreseeable future any “summit 


meeting” with Red China in 
which he would participate. 

He told a news conference it 
is too far in advance even to 
speculate on the possibility and 
that he is not even thinking 
about it now. He also said 
Nationalist China's interests 
would not be discussed in any 
meeting unless its representa- 
tives are present. 

Eisenhower made the state- 
ments when asked whether 
there was any chance that cur- 


rent Geneva talks between U.S. 
and Red Chinese ambassadors 
might be followed by a confer- 
ence at a higher level. 

He recalled that State Secre 
tary John Foster Dulles had 
discussed the possibility of a 
foreign ministers’ meeting with 
Red China. 

Eisenhower told a news con- 
ference last week that the cur- 
rent Geneva talks might pos- 
sibly be followed by a foreign 
ministers’ meeting if it turned 


out there was anything that 
might be settled by such dis- 
cussion. But he said he just 
did not know, 

The president discounted the 
possibility that U.S. diplomatic 
recognition of Red China might 
result from the current Geneva 
talks. He said the United States 
has no cheice in its course 
toward Red China. 

Apparently referring to both 
diplomatic recognition and a 
UN seat for Red China, Eisen- 
hower said there is no indica- 
tion of any change in US.

AVERAGE MODERN-DAY PERSON LIKES ‘SAPPY’ WRITINGS-KNOPF 
Most Readers Just Don't Want to Flex Mental Muscles, Says Book Authority 


BY TONY DICKASON 
The general reader is a sap. 
This must be because 

he reads “sappy” books, ac- 
cording to one of this con- 
tinent’s leading book author- 
ties, publisher. Alfred A. 
Knopf. 

Public interest in 
tion books is steadily 
down, but high on _ reader- 
ship lists are the various 
“self-help” books.. These ap- 
peal to “people unwillinz to 
face problems, who feel they 
can get the answer from a 
book. It is a disturbing sign 
of the times,” said Mr. Knopf, 
here today on a one-day stop- 
over.

This was coupled, he said, 
With an equally disturbing in- 
crease in the reading of di- 
gests rather than originals by 
people who “just don’t want 
to flex their mental muscles.” 

All types of religious or 
pseudo-religious books were 
indicative of this. 

Mr. Knopf—“we try to pro- 
nounce all the letters, though 
it's hard”—has headed Alfred 
A. Knopf Ine. since 1918, and 
founded the New York firm 
which enjoys a top reputation 
in the publishing field. 

“Our reputation is all out 
of proportion to our size,” he 
said modestly. He publishes 
about 100 books yearly, most 


of a general nature, about 20 
“juveniles” and a few college 
text tomes. 

A true New Yorker, born 
there in 1892, Mr. Knopf grad- 
uated from Columbia Univer- 
sity in 1912, and went into 
the publishing business be- 
cause “I was interested in 
writers and books.” 

Logical and softly spoken, 
he added: “I don't consider 
myself a writer, If I was, I 
wouldn't be a_ publisher, 
would I?” 

The “Inc.” portion of Mr, 
Knopf “is not aware of Ca- 
nadians as writers, because 
manuscripts aren't presented 
to us by Canadians.” 


Only two. Canadian fiction- 
eers. are recognized in the 
United States, he said, Mazo 
de la Roche of interminable 
“Jaina”’ fame and Louis 
Hemon of the classic-school 
required reading, “Marie 
Chapdelaine.” 

Mr. Knopf is on his last 
stop of a Canada-wide tour to 
call on the book trade. Ordi- 
narily a non-newspaper reader 
“except the New York Times,” 
he is impressed with editor- 
jals in Canada’s papers. He 
said.the best columnist across 
the Dominion is Times editor 
Bruce Hutchison. 

The market in the cheaper 
-paper-backed books may soon 


€ 


be killed by over-production, 
he said; but costlier “paper 
backs” are expanding rapidly. 
Television has had no effect 
on book readers. It has not 
succeeded in upping or down- 
ing numbers of readers. 
Juvenile books are showing 
a steady growth and are more 
profitable to publish than 
books for adults, he said. This 
is because “children’s books 
go on year after year.”

30s.

As Shanghai was falling a 
terse letter arrived.
